SOMERSET Waste Partnership’s “Sort It Plus” 
county-wide kerbside recycling collection system has 
received a new national accolade as well as up to 
£1.25million from retailer Marks & Spencer. 

The Resource Revolution “Closed Loop Exemplar” 
award recognised how Somerset’s councils worked 
with retailer Marks & Spencer to add household plas¬ 
tic bottles and cardboard to the Sort It Plus kerbside 
collections and extend the enhanced service through 
the county. 

This is not the first national honour given to Somer¬ 
set for its pioneering work on recycling. Marks & 
Spencer and SWP previously won the Best Partner¬ 
ship for Recycling prize at the National Recycling 
Awards for Sort It Plus. 

Funding support from Marks & Spencer has enabled 
the expansion of Sort It Plus, with thousands of tonnes 
of card and plastic bottles now being recycled every 
year instead of ending up in polluting, waste landfill 
at an annual cost of millions of pounds to council tax¬ 
payers. 

Sort It Plus kerbside collections have helped boost 
recycling rates to more than 50 per cent, and M&S 
packaging suppliers have “closed the loop” by making 
use of the increased quality and quantity of materials 
collected in manufacturing their products. 

As part of its plan A initiative in environment, ethical 
trading and health, Marks & Spencer has committed 
to meet its packaging recovery obligations as the first 
UK retailer to directly support new kerbside recycling 
services, with up to £250,000 annually for five years 
in Somerset.

SWP managing direct Steve Read said: “As waste 
materials become resources, smarter ways of working 
mean that resource management is shifting from a lin¬ 
ear to circular economy, with closed loop models pow¬ 
ering innovation and radical new business models. 

“It is great to have this partnership with Marks & 
Spence recognised; we look forward to working 
closely with M&S in future to reduce waste, increase 
recycling and close the loop so resources are no longer 
discarded but valued as the starting point for new 
products and packaging.”

CRIME Commissioner for Somer¬ 
set and Avon, Sue Mountstevens, 
visited South Somerset last week 
and met up with police officers and 
councillors in her effort “listen 
carefully to the quiet voices”. 

The emphasis was on her role as 
the public’s commissioner, and 
wanting to ensure that residents 
across the district have a say in 
local policing. 

As the budget holder for the serv¬ 
ice she was well aware of the im¬ 
pact that funding cuts would have, 
but was emphatic that PCSOs were 
the key to neighbourhood policing. 

When questioned by Councillor 
Linda Vijeh about the future of the 
highly successful Community Jus¬ 
tice Panels, the commissioner said 


that they were “definitely the way 
forward”, but admitted that there 
would be no more money forth¬ 
coming, whilst praising volunteers 
trainer Val Keitch, who has had to 
step down, for her excellent contri¬ 
bution. 

Councillor Vijeh said: “It seems 
the future for all sectors of the com¬ 
munity is to focus on getting the 
various agencies to work together 
to form local action groups. Con¬ 
sultation with local residents has 
shown that the top priorities remain 
road safety, and the extent to which 
police are accessible to the public, 
and accountable for their activi¬ 
ties.” 

Councillor Sue Steel raised con¬ 
cern over the extent to which police 
were focusing on the larger towns, 


and that rural communities, such as 
Ilton, were suffering as a result. 

Councillor Sue Osborne, repre¬ 
senting the rural Windwhistle 
Ward, felt that there needed to be 
more joined up thinking between 
Neighbourhood Watch activities 
and those targeting farms and re¬ 
lated criminal activities, which the 
commissioner said was a good idea, 
and something she would pass on. 

Councillor Vijeh added that the 
key message of the event was that 
the public now have the benefit of 
an independent voice, at a time 
when funding cuts mean that effec¬ 
tive use of what money is available, 
in line with expectations, is vital, 
and that unreported crime can have 
a negative impact on securing the 
resources needed.

Boost your bedrooms... 

ONE of the best ways to make your home more 
suited to your needs, especially if you have a growing 
family or want to work from home, is to add a bed¬ 
room. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms can also put 
your home in a different price bracket if and when 
you come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put an extra bedroom 
is upstairs, with all the others, and sometimes it's 
possible to use the space you already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom spans the front 
of the house, you may be able to divide it in two, as 
long as each room has its own, separate window. 
This may not be as satisfactory as adding space, but 
it can work well if your home's big enough and 
you're on a limited budget. 

If rejigging the existing space isn't an option, con¬ 
sider converting the loft into a bedroom or bedrooms 
instead. If you can also fit a bathroom or shower 
room up there, and built-in storage, you've created 
the perfect master or guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conversions are ones 
with skylights (eaves conversions), as the line of the 
roof is unchanged. However, this isn't ideal if the loft 
has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more useable space 
inside is often necessary, which means a (more ex¬ 
pensive and complicated) dormer, mansard or hip- 
to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big difference to 
how useable the space is - some lofts don't have 
enough head height to make the conversion worth¬ 
while unless you lower the ceilings in the rooms 
below. This is a big and expensive job and won't be 
practical if the ceilings are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good-sized staircase up 
to the loft on the floor below and if this means losing 
a bedroom, you may not gain much by converting 
the loft. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and preferably a 
bathroom or shower room next to it, can work bet¬ 
ter, providing your home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually used to add 
kitchen, dining and living space, but they can in¬ 
clude bedrooms. 

Another way to add a bedroom is converting your 
home's garage (or outbuildings) into one. If the 
garage is mostly used for storage and the stuff can 
be stored elsewhere, the garage may be more useful 
and valuable as a bedroom, as long as it's converted 
properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you could put a bed¬ 
room on top of the garage, if there's space to build 
above it and for a new corridor on the first floor.

GLOVERS IN FOCUS 


Magic Johnson does it again 


Y EOVIL Town created one of the 
fairy stories of recent football his¬ 
tory by winning promotion to 
the Championship following last Sun¬ 
day's dramatic victory over Brentford in 
the League One Play-off Final at Wem¬ 
bley. 

Ten years ago the Glovers managed 
to achieve what then was considered 
the pinnacle of success by ending 108 
years of non-league football by win¬ 
ning promotion to the Football League 
under the magic of manager Gary 
Johnson's first spell. 

Now in less than 18 months in charge 
in his second spell at Huish Park he has 


piloted the club to the second tier. 

Sunday is a day which every Yeovil fan 
will cherish for the rest of their lives, 
and Brentford supporters will remem¬ 
ber for a different reason; this was the 
seventh time they had failed in the 
play-offs. 

You could not have wished for a bet¬ 
ter goal than Paddy Madden's sixth 
minute opener; it must count as one 
the best goals ever scored at Wembley; 
and gave the team the start Johnson 
had asked from his players. 

The second goal just before half-time 
from Dan Burn was the killer however 
and gave the Glovers the cushion they 


required. 

James Hayter showed his experience 
and skill by getting in front of Bees' 
'keeper Simon Moore to create enough 
chaos to allow the ball pass through a 
melee of players. No need for goal line 
technology here as the ball was a good 
yard over the line. 

To Brentford's credit they came out 
with all guns blazing in the second-half. 

The early goal had everyone on ten¬ 
terhooks as Brentford battered the 
Glovers defence, but brilliant do-or-die 
defending by everyone saw Yeovil 
home. Six minutes of added time, al¬ 
though justified, did nothing for the 
nerves. 

Unfortunately the appointment of 
Andy D'Urso as referee did not help 
Yeovil's cause. 

For a previously top Premiership ref¬ 
eree, his decisions leave a lot to be de¬ 
sired, although fortunately none of his 
poor decisions were costly. 

The atmosphere both before and 
after the game was electric; the whole 
Wembley trip needs to be experienced 
to get the full effect. 

The euphoria at the end was terrific 
and the sight of Paddy Madden head¬ 
ing for our area immediately the final 
whistle went and vaulting the barrier to 
high-five supporters showed what it 


meant to him; what a success he has 
been! 

Whilst the accolades quite rightly are 
focussed on the players and manager, 
it is worth reflecting on the rest of the 
staff and management that have been 
an important part of the club's success. 

I was one of the most vociferous crit¬ 
ics of Terry Skiverton's management, 
and for a long time advocated a more 
experienced manager to work along¬ 
side him. 

The arrival of Gary Johnson at the be¬ 
ginning of 2012 was exactly what was 
needed to turn the club's fortunes 
around, and it is testament to both 
Gary and Skivo's previous relationship 
as manager/player that he stayed on as 
his assistant. 

It couldn't have been easy for him to 
find himself as number two, but I am 
sure he has learned a lot, and from 
Johnson's public praise of both Skivo 
and Darren Way, it has worked. 

To see Skivo near to tears addressing 
the fans around Wembley on Sunday 
and beating his chest in recognition 
shows how much it meant to him, and 
I publicly praise him for what he has 
achieved. 

The other person who deserves a 
mention is chairman John Fry, and his 
management team. Again I have been 


critical of the board for not being trans¬ 
parent on information that not only af¬ 
fects the fans but is of interest to them, 
but by golly he has done well to keep 
the club in business. 

The small playing budget that is avail¬ 
able to has been widely reported - 
Yeovil is such a small town of around 
40,000 resulting in crowds not much 
bigger than 4,000. 

This has made financing a football 
team difficult, but Fry and his board 
have done a brilliant job. 

His next task is to keep the manager 
whose contract has run out. 

This season's success will alert many 
bigger clubs of Gary's talents to pro¬ 
duce such results with so little re¬ 
sources, and the hope is that he is not 
lured, as he was on the last occasion, by 
a bigger club. 

He is of paramount importance if the 
club is to survive the challenge ahead 
in the Championship where they will 
have to compete against the FA Cup 
winners Wigan and Harry Redknapp's 
QPR with players like Samba on £100k 
a week who cost £12m. 

So come on Mr Fry weave your magic, 
give Gary the money he deserves and 
let's get stuck into the Championship!
